Specification

The listing of references in the specification (such as on page 1 , line 24) is not a 
proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, 
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publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP 
§ 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be 
submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by 
the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 14, line 1, 
"A claim as claimed...." Should be corrected - - A clamp as claimed....- - . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6 and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The recitation "...composed of a material 
which is thinner than the material of which..." in claim 6, line 2 is generally vague and 
indefinite as it is not clear as to thinner in what respect (i.e. viscosity, dimension, etc.). 
Regarding claim 13, it is not clear whether the "a first aperture" recited in line 2 is the 
same "a first aperture" recited in claim 1 , line 6. If so examiner suggest claim 1 3 to 
recite "said first aperture". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 and 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rubik (US patent no. 5,042,1 18). Rubik discloses a clamp comprising all the claimed 
features of applicant's invention as illustrated below. In addition, Rubik discloses first 
aperture and second aperture collinear with the first aperture (not labeled or shown in 
detail but discussed aligned hole in walls 14 and 24, col. 5, lines 46-51).

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Claims 1-3, 7-10, 13-16, are 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Welch (US patent no. 3,368,782). Welch discloses a clamp comprising 
all the claimed features of applicant's invention as illustrated below where in first and 
second jaws are asymmetrically nested within each other.
